HAVE blown away 
the &*ihes and cinders 
from the dining-room 
table and shall now tell 
you all. 

The house> barn, and 
front fence- have been saved 
although it was just a 
miratic. 

On the Tuesday, Ralph 
went hack to his teaching 
after the holiday?, and it was 
Jill and Wendy's hi Mr day at 
home, so we spent the morn- 
ing sorting out all the cloth- 
ing we could spare mending 
and pressing and stacking it 
ready for any appeal for the 
fire victims. 

We went to the village 
about midday and were 
appalled to see a hugs- hre 
consuming the- tjulf course 
and hearing down upon the 
primary school — head- 
master Mr. Phillips had 
evacuated the classroom and 
parents were collecting the 
children. 

It appeared that the entire 
mill housing area would go 
up, so Mr. Phillips marched 
the uncollected children 
down to the comparative 
safety of the river-bank, with 
the Jfl Ami'> literally licking :n 
their heels. 

One of the COBtJ things 
about these fires: they by- 
passed the school buildings 
(weatherboard) entirety and 
burnt all the surroundings. 

1 brought home all the 
Law jit a children in otir imall 
car, and as we netded down 
to lunch a huge fire broke 
mil ai Magra and burni in 
this tfatCfifttlj with the wind 
behind it. 

Jill tried to hose the front 
part of the garden, but there 
was virtually no water in 
the pipes so we got ready. 

We put biankcts in the 
boot of the ear p spread out 
a large bedspread in the 
sitting-room on which we 
piled the beat linen, the 
school uniforms, our winter 
overcoats, and everybody's 
best dress; this was to be 
veiled at the last mom oil 

We let the docks and 
han tarns oui n that they 
could fend for themselves, 
and tethered the goats at the 
back door. 

Then die wind changed to 
the south-west and we 
thought the danger had goup, 
tin til suddenly everything 



went black as nightfall. t 
assured the children the fire 
could not possibly cross the 
river and kept them inside, 
with all the doors and win- 
rjows shut so that there 
should he no draught. [The 
back wail of the house, you 
remember, is weatherboard.) 

We continued watching, 
Eiut Ai live o'clock, with 
Ralph still not home, I de- 
rided we were i*cing silly 
and we began the milking, 

Then one of the floats out- 
side began to scream; Jill

to see the house hum down. 

There were about 50 men 
fighting the fire, including 
prisoners from the jail farm. 

They prised the tank mp 
off and used the water until 
trucks arrived with more 
water in drums. 

Ralph was ihere — we 
inu\i have passed him in ine 
smoke without seeing him- 

He was keeping the fire 
off the heap of firewood at 
die back nf the barn. If 
thi* barn went, the row of 
weatherboard houses would 
also have gone and the fire 
would have burnt all the way 
into New Norfolk. 

lire Heap of our most im- 
portant clothing was ablaze 
on the front path where it 
had been left — if we had 
left it inside it would all 
have been safe, but what does 
it matter? 

Just as the fire was 
brought under control, the 
Drake family arrived from 
River ton in their car, and 
Max Drake said simply, 
ir We*ve lost trverything." 

Their whole house was 
destroyed in about ten 
minutes. The roaring wind

While they were away, 
Ralph brought home the 
children and goats. Mr,

The Fa celts also lent us 
a very comfortable bed foT

He waved a brown hand 
at the undulating paddocks, 
dotted with trees and 
si reams, at the earth pitted 
and pockmarked by bull- 
dozers, at the surrealist lib- 
rary, at the eight-storey 
tower and three - storey 
teaching-block, with its 
unique glass- roofed court- 
yard, the nucleus of a uni- 
versity a -building, 

What he saw in his mind's 
eye was a city, crowded with 
the thousands of students the 
years would bring, a uni- 
versity city within a city, 
beautifully landscaped, iu 
fates always standing open.

FEBRUARY 28 

1790 The first convict emancipated. He 
was John Irving, who had been sentenced 
to seven years' transportation for larceny. 
As he had some knowledge of medicine, he 
was employed at a hospital assistant. The 
surgeons found hurt a *Very useful man/' 
and Lieut. Ralph Clark described him us 
1L ihe best surgeon amongst them." Irving 
received a grant of 30 acres at Parramatta, 
where he died in 1795, but he was paid no 
salary for his medical work. 
1880 I>e*uh of John H. Challis, university 
benefactor, Challis migrated to Australia 
in 1829 and event uaily he became a parmer 
in a firm of general merchant! .Always 
interested in the Sydney University, he 
made several gifts to it and willed the 
whole of his residuary estaLe to the Cniver- 
ajty—which amounted (n about $75^,000. 
ChaUis Rouse, Martin Place, Sydney, is 
named after him. 

1890 Wreck of ihP Quctta. The Quctta, 
one nf die latest passenger steamers on i the 
Umdon -Brisbane run, had a gay send-nff 
from Brisbane and wan travelling Through 
rhe Torres Strait when she struck an un- 
charted rock. Of the 291 persons aboard 
only 109 were saved. The mystery °* mc 
uncharted rock was solved when survey 
vessels later found ihat it was a pinnacle of 
growing coral which had built up over the 
30 year* since earlier survey*. 

MARCH 1 

1816 The brothers John. Georee, and 
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Solomon Bowers banged. The world has 
no known parallel of this extraordinary 
happening: In 1802 a Mr, and Mrs. 
Bowers were hanged in England- They 
had three children — sons all of uhmii 
were transported to Austral ia, Fuund guilty 
of at tempied robbery in Sydney, they were 
hanged un the one scaffold. Thus every 
member of the family was hanged. 
1821 I natigu ration of Australia's first 
coaching service. The ^Jigeroach ran 
between Sydney and Parramatta. 
1846 John Arthur appointed first super- 
intendent uf Melbourne Botanic Gardens, 
Arthur fenced a five-acre paddock near the 
grounds of Government House and laid i< 
out in flowerbeds and plantations 
1880 Foundation stone laid of the new 
li^luhmiic 3 1 South Head, Sydney. Sir 
Henry Parlces performed the ceremony. 
The original tower — die fit it lighthouse in 
Australia — was built in IR17 and was de- 
vjirnetJ by Franris tlreenway.

MARCH 3 

1756 Birth of David Collins, first Judge- 
Advocate and first Ueu tenant -Governor of 
Tanmania. When Collins was appointed 
Judge-Advocate to the potential settlement 
at Botany Bay and sailed with the First 
Fleet, be had no judicial experience to 
puide him in his new office. Yet all legal 
processes in the new colony had to pass 
under his hand and seal. However, his 
work period was only between 11 a.m. and 
I p.m., and his pay was but 10/- a day. 
He made a little extra by acting as secre- 
tary to Governor Phillip, for which he 
received 5/# a day. In any case he was, 
ne*t to Phillip himself, the most powerful 
man in the new settlement. 
1854 First telegraph line in Australia 
opened — Mell*ourne to WiLliamstown. 

MARCH 4 

1804 Mutiny of convicts at Cattle Hill. 
Australia's first rebellion was an affair of 
hrief duraliou, resulting in the death of 
about 15 rebels and the subsequent hanging 
of nine others.

1853 Pint navigation of the Murray River 
by a steam-driven trading boat,.

Ole! Flamenco doesn't lead 
him a dance 



Jl^S the young flamenco 
dancer muv& Into the 
■spotlight ml a Sydney rest- 
aurant, his face and hands 
expressing tht primitive 
emotions ol Spain,, rhythm in 
every supple inch of him, 
tew people would guess that 
he is Michael Giffmcr, a 
22 -year-old Australian horn 
and ri'vtd in Sydney, 

"My great-grandparents 
were Andaluuan gipsies* 
though/' said Miguel — he 
prefers to he called by his 
professional name — "and 
I speak their gipsy cah dia- 
lect as well as Spanish." 

Miguel had his first 
flamenco Irsson at 13, and 
would skip school to see 
varitms Spanish dance com- 
panies thai loured Australia, 

"T was with my dan ring 
teacher only a year," he said, 
"then we had an argument 
and I left;' 

The argument was over 
the rhythm of a particuhn 
pan of a Spanish Buierim, 
which the 14-year-old sug- 
gested was wrong. 

"T'd heard it on a record," 
he said, "and in the cud 1 
proved that I was right," 

For the next two years 
the young 4< gipsy" taught 
himself, working out his own 
techniques by listening to 
rerords of Spanish dancrni 
like Jose Greco and Carmrn 
Amaya. 

"Once you have learriL 
the basic steps a lot is im- 
provisation/ 1 he said. "There 
is no detinue right or wrong 
_a_s in classical or regional 
dancing, and the most diffi- 
cult thing to master is the 
rhythm. 1 " 

Miguel appeared profes- 
sionally for the first time at 
16- During the day he would 



study fur his Intermediate 
Certificate, he said, and at 
night dance the flamenco at 
a Spanish restaurant on 
Sydney's North Shore. 

When Luisillo visited Aus- 
tralia in 1^62, Miguel asked 
for an audition. 

Although the great Mexi- 
ran flamenco danrer was 
impressed, he didn't engage 
him, and Miguel — anxious 
to save money to see his he- 
loved Spain — started work- 
ing for his father, doing 
clerical duties and loading 
building supplies on to 
trucks. 

'The following year \ had 
saved enough," he said. 

"Three days after I landed 
in Barcelona I met some 
gipsies — ihey usually hang 
around the American bars 
— and went to stay with 
them in their village." 

Bullfighting 

Although living conditions 
were extremely poor — "I 
slept in a room with eight 
people"' — Miguel said that 
he enjoyed ev**ry moment of 
thr two weeks he was with 
ilfrn, and learnt a hit from 
their dancing. "I'd pin in 
when they danced at bap- 
tisms and weddings." 

Miguel's next stop was 
Madrid, Spain 1 * first city. 
There he found a cheap 
pension, and took a clnser 
look at another passion . . . 

"It has always been a toss- 
up whether 1 would be a 
bullfighter ot a professional 
flamenco dancer," he said. 
"Actually, there is little dif- 
ference between the dancer's 
domination over rhythm and 
the bull fighters domination 
over the bull. 1 " 




But, deciding there was 
more security in flamenco 
darning, Miguel went to 
LuisilloV; Madrid studkx 

* He rem cm bered my 
audition in Australia, acid 
t&fcfcd me to join bis com- 
pany/' he said. "1 mured 
Spain, France, Germany, and 
Austria with him/' 

However, Miguel is still 
"wrapped" in bullfighting — 
in fact, since his return to 
Australia in 1965, he said, 
he has written two chapters 
of a novel "about the hard- 
ships of a bullfighter/'

A MELBOURNE architect and his wife, who h also his 
working assistant, successfully solved o difficult build- 
ing problem and now find themselves neighbors of the 
Prime Minister and his wife. They ore Mr, and Mrs. Dale 
Fisher, who have built themselves a handsome modem 
house, f lot- roofed, glass- walled, and on two levels on a 
long riverside block near the Mac Robertson Bridge over 
the Yorra River. 

Two previous attempts had been made to build on this 
particular block, one about 20 years ago, when foundations 
were begun and excavations left", and one more recently 
to build a mu I ti- storey block of flats, which did not even- 
tuate after re -zoning of the area to limited- height buildings.

Mr. Fisher, however, had had a good deal of experience 
of cliff side and hillside building in California, and he hod 
the block filled with 2000 cubic yards of filling, which wos 
readily available from flat-sites being cleared around 
Toorok.

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PT1HERE can lie few better ways of 
«l» seeing Europe, particularly by car, 
than following the Grand Prix mo tor- 
racing circus ai a spectator. 

An almost completed high-speed 
motorway system now links up most 
of Europe, allowing for quick and easy 
movement between the motor-racing 
venues, which range from Holland in 
the north to Italy in die south. 

If you've time to spare, then die main 
highways and even the B-class roads ran be 
negotiated either at a leisurely pare or 
quickly, as desired. 

With a Grande Epreuve (that's an event 
counting toward the world championship 
of drivers and constructors) held in almost 
every country in Europe and a fortnightly 
to three-week gap between most of the 
major race meetings^ there's time for sight- 
seeing and touring through some of the 
loveliest rount ryside— and you can follow 
the racers at the same time- 
Tim year Australian* have more than a 
passing interest in the world motor-racing 
championship, jack Brabham is not only 
the reigning world driving thnnpion but 
he also holds the constructors' champion- 
sliip — something no one has ever done 
before. 

The question now is whether he and his 
Australian built Repco-Brsbham engine and 
hii racing car can withstand the pressure 
of all the other mighty names ol motor 
racing. 

The season in Europe starts about the 
end ui April with ihe llWX»-kitometre sports- 
caj race at Monza, in Italy, and goes on 
until just after the Italian Grand Prix, also 
held at Morula, in September. 

Thi* (irande Epreuve Formula One single- 
seater events traditionally start in Europe 
in May at pictiiresque Monte Carlo — the 
Monaco Grand Prix. 

From this tiny, sunny principally, the 
racer* go on to Zandvoort fur the Dutch 
Crand Prix, to Spa fur the Belgian Grand 
Prix, to Le Mans for the French Grand 
Prix {which is also the venue for the famous 
2 4- hour sports-car race), 

"I hrn it's nver m England and Silverstone 
for the British Grand Prix. 

Three weeks later the circus goes back 
across Europe to Germany and the Eifel 
Mountains for the German Grand Prix. 
Finally, so far as Europe is concerned, 
there's the Italian Grand Prii on the Monza 
circuit, just outside Milan T in September. 

Bur in between these Foruiula One races 
are other classics Uke the lOOO-kilometre 
iports-car race at Monza and the 24-hour 
saloon-car race at Spa, 

There are Formula Tiui races which are 
■lotted to Like place j n between the big 
events and whirh aitiai t rhe famous names 
like Brabham- (he is also reigning For- 
mula Two champion), Graham Hul Jim 
Clark, Jackie Stewart, J Rindt. 
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If you arc that keen, you can attend 
a first-class motor race every weekend In 
Europe for almost five months on end. 
The meetings would take you to Finland 
in the east, to Denmark in the north, down 
to Corsica and Sicily in the Mediterranean. 

Cost of entrance to Grand Prii races can 
rate From about $2 to ?12 for a combined 
good mrandstand seat near the start and 
finish line (or a prominent spectacular 
comer) and a paddock pass to allow you 
to wander around the back of the pits and 
WHtcb mechanics and drivers working on 
their cars. 

The Royal Automubile Club, each year 
about March, publishes a small but thick 
guide (price A.66 cents) to the main racing 
events in Europe together with the organisers 
and their addresses.

You need a "green 
card 1 ' certificate — a sort cf third-party 
insurance which is recognised by most 
European countries and which can be 
issued by most car-insurance romp an its — 
and an internal tonal driving licence (if you 
intend venturing into eastern Europe you 
will ha^e to have two international per- 
mits—one with Russian translation). 

Th esc can be obtained before you leave 
Australia at most motoring clubs on presen- 
tation of your State driving licence. 

If your car is one that is not sold in 
Europe [such as a Holdcn). it may pay to 
rheck with your local dealer to fit you up

Hotel accomrrtodation in Monacu t unJess 
previous I cookings have been made, can be 
scarce? — particiibrly a round Grand Prix 
time. With a car, this presents htt3e diffi- 
culty, as there are dozens of hotels and 
small family pensions in the towns and 
villages in nearby France. 

Living outside the main town applies to 
every Grand Prix venue. With the possible 
exception of Mnnie Carlo, parking is seldom 
a worry around the circuit itself, so the 
racegoer ran live ai a hotel 20 or 30 miles 
away and get to the venue in half an hour 
or I ps? on race or practice days. 

To get to the Dutch Grand Prix 
(June 3-4] ai the seaside reson ol Zand- 
voort, the motorist can use the Zeeland 
Steamship Company's Harwich-Hoafc ser- 
vice, and it is then only about an hour's run 
to ZandV'OOrt. Cost of the six-hour rrossing 
is around $15 For a Mini and for each 
passenger. 

It is possible to take the Dover-Calais 
mute and motor up the mast via France ur 
Belgium (Towns^nds now <»pera le a Doyer- 
Zerbrugge service which can cut out tlie 
drive through France)* 

Actonimodatioii and tickets aje available 
in advance from the Zandvootl Natl-mal 
Tour in g QfTice, Hotel accommodation in 
Holland is inclined to be sliRhtly dearer 
than France, but restaurant prices are a 
little cheaper. 

The Belgian Grand Prix (June 18) is 
held just outside the delightful old town of 
Spa, a few miles off the E.3 Motorway at 
\erviers, south of Liege. 

Spa can be reached by going direct to 
Zeehrugge by ferry, then down the motor* 
way ihrnugh Brussels and Antwerp- 

After the Belgian Grand Prix, the next 
championship event for Formula One cars 
is the French Grand Prix {July 2 J, to be 
hf*ld thk year for the first time at the 
Buj^atti i m uU a» Le Mans, This covers 
part of the eight-iuid-a-half-mile mad circuit 
used for the famous 2t4ionr clawiic sports- 
ear rare (June 1(MJ). 

To Le Mans from the French coast is a 
good day's drive from Calaii and nearby 
pons. Traveller* can take the Southampton- 
Cherbourg ferries — either sea Or air,

The air ferry costs from $13.75 fbi a 
Mini to $40 for a car over 16ft. Sin, long. 
Passenger fares are $12,50 For the 35-minute 
crossing. 

The sea crossing takes five hours. The 
car fare is $1 l .r>0 and driver and passengers 
cost $8.75 each. AIT fares are one way 
only. 

The distance front Cherbourg to Le Mans 
to around 1 00 miles, which can be covered 
comfortably in under four hours. 

Accommodation in Le Mans during the 
24-hour race [and one assumes to a certain 
extent during the Grand Prix weekend) is 
generally scarce, despite the Urge number of 
hotels. But there arc excellent (and cheap) 
hotels in the nearby towns of Chartres-sur- 
Loire, Alencon T La Flee he, and others. 

The British Grand Prix (July 15) is held 
at Silverstone, about 70 mile* from London, 
jusr uff th<' main M.I Motorway to the 
nfirrh. Aicommodatinn h available in most 
nearby towns. 

The Gel man Grand Prix f August 6) ^ill 
be held on the famous Nuitiurgritig circuit 
jn the Fiife! Mountains. 

To get there, use the autohahn-autoti>in< 
system down through Belgium and Ger- 
many, branching off at Koblenx. Accom- 
modation around the circuit can be a bit 
p| a problem, though there are some delight- 
ful — and some mexpensive — hotels nearby. 
Central point for the Nu rumoring (not to 
be confused with Nurnbergj is Adenau, 

The circuit at Nurbiirgring, like Lc Maits, 
ha* ample ^pJce5 for camping. 

After the German Grand Prix thin year, 
the main circus moves to Canada for the 
Canadian Grand Prix on August 26, then 
back for thf Italian Grand Prix at Monva 
on September 10. 

Monza is jusr outside Milan and can be 
rra- hed either ucrosta France or by using 
the aiitornutcs ihrnugh Belgium, Germany, 
Switzerland, and over one of the many 
passe-s into Ital>. or undor the eight 'mile 
Mt Blanc tunnel ($5 per car). 

There is accommodation in the old 
learher town of Moiuj itself or in Milan 
[connected by a fait irnm-ixain service ) t 
bur there are also s*mie pleasant — and 
ch«*i? — hotels in nearby viJlacei.
